An estimate of £500 - £1000 in Oak or Cedar was 
expected.

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CHAIRMAN’S REPORT 2008 / 2009 


I should like to take the opportunity of this Annual Parish Meeting to update you on 
some of the key activities which the Burton on the Wolds, Cotes and Prestwold Parish 
Council has undertaken during 2008/2009. This year, as always, the main activities of 
the Parish Council have related to improving the amenities within our villages and 
protecting those amenities and the lifestyle of the communities we represent. 


Improvements to Village Amenities 


The Orchard Development on Melton Road in Burton on the Wolds is now complete 
and largely occupied and the Section 106 funds paid by the developer have been put 
to good use within the village. The children’s play area has been constructed and is 
being well used. The Pavilion on the Playing Fields has been extended, using Section 
106 funds together with a variety of grant funding. The Pavilion will be formally 
opened in June 2009, providing improved changing areas for sports teams using the 
Fields, and an improved facility for the use of all the village. 


The ongoing maintenance programme for Burton’s Village Hall has continued: new 
doubled glazed windows have been installed and the Reading Room has been 
redecorated and re-carpeted. New notice boards have been installed outside the 
Village Hall, one specifically for Parish Council information and the other for notices 
about local events. The Gardening Club has continued to maintain the Millennium 
Garden around the Village Hall for us all to enjoy: the Parish Council has provided 
funds for new plants — but expertise and hard work have been contributed by Club 
Members. Similarly, the planters which are now such an attractive feature of the 
village are funded by the Parish Council but are maintained by Robert Shields, one of 
our Parish Councillors. 


The Plantation, an area of woodland owned by the village, has seen considerable 
improvements this year; a significant grant from Breathing Places has supported the 
work of local volunteers. A second funding allocation from Breathing Places will be 
used for the Woodland Fun Day to be held on 7” June. 


The Parish Council manages the contract for cutting grass verges and open green 
space within the villages and we monitor the performance of this contract on an 
ongoing basis, making adjustments to the specification if required. This year, we have 
reviewed the appearance of the burial ground in Burton on the Wolds and plan a 
number of improvements, working closely with the Parochial Church Council on this 
issue. 


Traffic Issues 


The noise from traffic is a key issue in our villages and the Parish Council has 
continued, this year, to press for improvements in our road systems. A vehicle 
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activated speed sign has at last been installed at Cotes, together with “dragons’ teeth” 
road markings; the traffic calming scheme has also been installed on Barrow Road in 
Burton with the aim of reducing vehicle speed near the school. We continue to 
monitor traffic issues and are pleased to be able to work with BURSAG in this area. 


Planning and Development 


Charnwood Borough Council consults the Parish Council on all planning applications 
in our parishes and our policy is not to oppose unless there are overriding issues 
affecting the community, or they are not in accordance with the Burton Village 
Design Statement. This year, the Parish Council strongly opposed an application to 
construct two large buildings on Wymeswold Industrial Park because of our concerns 
about the potential increase in traffic to and from the Industrial Park if construction 
were permitted. Our concerns were echoed by our Parish Councils in the area and the 
Application was, ultimately, withdrawn. 


The Parish Council also wrote to oppose a large scale housing development on the 
land around Cotes, Prestwold and Burton on the Wolds. The proposed development 
was one option discussed in the Draft East Midlands Regional Plan — and one which 
the Council felt would be detrimental to the residents of our villages. We continue to 
monitor all planning and development applications to ensure that the interests of our 
communities are addressed. 


Noise from Wymeswold Airfield 


During the year, the Parish Council has continued to express concerns relating to the 
noise levels originating from activities on the Airfield. Peter Blitz and Helen 
Robinson from Charnwood Borough Council came to one of our Council meetings to 
discuss the situation and to clarify what action they are taking to ensure that noise 
levels are minimised. We now have clear guidance about action to be taken if 
residents are concerned by noise levels and are in regular communication with 
Council officers and Members about the concerns of residents.

Finally, I should like to thank the members of the Parish Council and the Parish Clerk 
for their support throughout the year. This year, John Elliott resigned from the 
Council: we will really miss John’s energy and enthusiasm. In his place, we welcome 
Warwick Best. 


We are a relatively small Parish Council, but we have achieved a great deal this year 
for the communities we represent. I hope that my report demonstrates how closely we 
work with so many organisations and individuals within our communities. Thank you, 
all.
